EDMONTON REPORT 

EDMONTON: It is a year ago 
this month that the first positive 
case of rabies was diagnosed in 
Alberta. It was discovered in a 
trapper’s dog that had been bitten 
by a fox near Fort Fitzgerald. 

That case was the first indica¬ 
tion of what later became an epi¬ 
demic of the maddening disease in 
the province’s wildlife and touch¬ 
ed off a widespread program of de¬ 
cimating the numbers of foxes, 
coyotes and other types of preda¬ 
tory animals 

There has been some decrease in 
the number~6f cases reported pub 
liely in the past month or so, but 
officials of the provincial and fed¬ 
eral veterniary services are warn¬ 
ing that it is not the tirpe to 
think of relaxing our vigilance. 

"We haven't had as many cases 
in the past little while as in Jan¬ 
uary, February and March,” r ad¬ 
mitted. Dr. £. E. Ballantyne, pro¬ 
vincial director of veterinary ser¬ 
vices and chairman of the rabies 
central control committee. But he 
added. “The cases that have oc¬ 
curred indicate that there still is 
widespread infection.” 

He mentioned confirmed cases 
of rabies in a beaver at Grande 
I’r'airie. a cow at Keg River, a 
lamb, bitten by a coyote at Grass¬ 
land, a fox nfcar Drumheller a dog 
at Penhold. Ail these were report¬ 
ed recently and within a period of 
Iwo weeks. 

• * « 

One reason why fewer cases 
are receiving public notice is the 
tact that in areqjs where rabies 
has been proven every fox and 
coyote killed is not sent to the la¬ 
boratories for investigation. In ad 
dition there is the difficulty of 
shipping specimens from northern 
points, while reports from these 
centres also are often late. The 
control committee, of course, is 
asking that all suspicions of rab¬ 
ies in domestic animals be report¬ 
ed, no matter from which area of 
the province. 

Dr. Ballantyne also credited the 
control program for decreasing the 
incidence. 

“You couldn't possibly kill thou 
sands of wild animals and not 
have some effect,” he stated. 

He pointed out that in some 
districts 700 to 300 coyotes alone 
have been destroyed. There were 
5,477 wild animals killed in March 
in the province-wide fight to stop 
the spread .of rabies. Largest* 
group killed in the program so far 
have been foxes, then coyotes and 
wolves, followed by lynx, bear, 
cougars skunks, and wolverine.

That the picture is not entirely 
dark was indicated at the recent 
convention of the Veterinary Me- 
d'cal Association of Alberta. Dr. 
Robert Connell of the Lethbridge- 
veterinary research laboratory, 
said he believed rabies could and ■ 
would be stamped out. He stressed 
the need for accurate diagnostic 
work. 

This requires the help of citiz¬ 
ens. Main thing to remember when 
killing an animal suspected of ra¬ 
bies is to preserve the brain, so 
that when the head is sent to vet¬ 
erinarians they have the brain in¬ 
tact. Wheh at all possible the sus 
poet should be kept under obser¬ 
vation for 10 days

Relaxation of control and vig¬ 
ilance could mean the spread of 
the disease would increase again, 
perhaps surpassing the rate of in-, 
cidence of last fall and win*er. 
Officials suggested that one of the 
worst things that could happen 
would be for citizens to become 
"indifferent to the hecessity" of 
keeping their pets tethered and of 
icing on the lookout for the dis¬ 
ease in wildlife'in their districts. 

While there havent been any 
confirmed cases of rabies in per¬ 
sons in the province, more than 
100 humans have, gone through the 
gruelling treatment against it. af¬ 
ter having been bitten by dogs be¬ 
lieved rabid, or after exposing 
themselves to possible infection. 

Strangest case concerned a 12- 
pound rabid Jack rabbit which 
hurled itself through a truck win¬ 
dow near Kyley last month, kill¬ 
ing Itself.

Albert T. Baker was born in Il¬ 
linois and is the eldest son of Per- 
ren Bak n r, wno was minister of 
education in the UFA govern¬ 
ment of Alberta The Baker fam¬ 
ily came to Aiberta in 1910 when 
the homestead rush was on and 
the father filed on land at Nem¬ 
iscam. which is on the Lethbridge- 
Manyberries line of the Canadian 
Pacific Railway, about 60 miles 
southwest of Medicine Hat. 

Albert T. Baker now operates 
the family farm which has grown 
to nine sections of land, is fully 
mechanized and has thousands of 
acres of crop each year. He was 
educated at the local school at 
Nemiscam, at high school in Ed¬ 
monton and at the University of 
Alberta from which he graduated 
in 1928. after which he took over 
the management of the farm. He 
was married in 1933^to Agnes 
Phipps, of Cochrane, and they 
hffvc two children—both girls. 

Mr. Baker Sr. took an early in¬ 
terest in the farmer movement in 
Alberta and was elected member 
of the legislature for the Cypress 
constituency when the farmer 
government— gatned power In the 
1931 election. He served as mem¬ 
ber for Cypress until 1935. Albert 
followed the example of his fath¬ 
er in interesting himself ih farm¬ 
er movements and was elected a 
delegate to the Alberta Wheat 
Pool in 194t. In 1945 he was elect¬ 
ed director for the Lethbridge 
division in succession to Christian 
Jensen of .Magralh, who served in 
that capacity for 22 years.

* Two prairie pests which have managed to sur¬ 
vive and even thrive along w'ith the advance of settle¬ 
ment and agriculture are the coyote and wild oat. The 
wild animal and the wild grain have learned to adapt 
themselves to changing conditions and g«t along well. 
Wild oats do an even better job in surviving than do 
the coyotes. 

About 54,000,000 acres of land are under crops 
annually in the three prairie provinces of Manitoba, 
Saskatchewan and Alberta. About 40,000,000 acres 
have some infestation of wild oats and 18,000,000 
acres are seriously infested. To date no method has 
been devised to deal effectively with the wild oats pro¬ 
blem. Infestation has been reduced by delayed seeding 
while the land is being cultivated, by the sowing of 
early ripening grains such as oat3, barley and fall rye, 
by the use of the rod weeder, and so on. But such 
methods merely delay the spread of the pestiferous 
weed. 

Scientists are working on the problem and there 
is hope ahead. The herbicide 2, 4-D, so effective with 
many types of weeds, is of no use for killing wild 
oats. But other chemicals are being developed which 
will kill the life of the oat seed in the soil, or prevent 
the plant from emerging. One chemical will give a 
good percentage of wild oat kill even when that weed 
is with growing wheat and other grains. 

A wild oat seed is encased in a very effective 
coating. It can remain buried for years in the soil and 
still retain ability to germinate and produce a plant. 
When the seed first falls to the ground it will not ger¬ 
minate. It must pass through a process of drying and 
wetting, plus the action of frost. The grain likes cold 
weather for its germinating process and hence gets a 
head start in the spring. 

Wild oats are the bane of grain producers. It will 
be a blessed day when some smart scientists, or group 
of such, come up with a spray which will be the death 
knell of- this “worst weed of the west.” — Brooks 
Bulletin.

Watch for Poisonous Weeds stoutfj- 

Recently several instances of 
trouble with poisonous weeds have 
been brought to our attention. In 
one case low larkspur was traced 
down as the cause of trouble, in 
the other cases death camas may 
have been the offender. 

Poisonous weeds usually com¬ 
mence to grow “arly in the spring 
before the native grasses make 
much progress, and for tljis rea¬ 
son are sometimes eaten by live¬ 
stock. The belief is also held by 
some that certain of these poison¬ 
ous plants pre even more poison¬ 
ous when wet with rain or dew. 

There would also appear to bo 
greater danger "during excessive 
wet periods such as we have just 
experienced as this jjiay make it 
possible for a grazing animal to 
pull up at least part of the root- 
stock or root of the plant. In the 
case of such plants as water hem¬ 
lock and death camas the poison¬ 
ous material appears to be con¬ 
centrated in-the root. The root of 
water hemlock*, is very poisonous 
and only a portion is required to 
kill a mature animal very quickly. 

Last year during the latter part 
of June, I had the chance to ob¬ 
serve water hemlock poisoning. 

The animal, which was a mature 
cow, only travelled a little ‘over 
100 yards after eating the poison, 
this gives a fair idea Of the poten¬ 
cy, of the poisonous material con¬ 
tained in the root of water hem¬ 
lock.

Preparations for the summer el- 
ecuon are going full tilt with 
thousands of enumerators register¬ 
ing potential voters and nominat¬ 
ion meetings being held regularly 
throughout the province. 

Up to the middle of last week a 
total of 56 candidates had been 
nominated at meetings conducted 
by five political parties in’ the pro¬ 
vince’s 17 federal ridings. 

The breakdown was: Liberals, 17 
Labor-Progressive, 12; CCF 11. 

Progressive Conservative, 7. Soc¬ 
ial Credit 9. More meetings are 
scheduled for this and ensuing 
weeks by all the parties, except 
Liberal which has nominated con¬ 
testants for all constituencies. 

Noticeable • is the boost in the 
number of LPP nominations. The 
party only placed two members in 
Alberta ridings ill* the last federal 
campaign in 1949. Neither was el¬ 
ected. 

Only the Social Credit and Lib¬ 
eral parties nominated for the 
whole 17 ridings in 1949 with the 
Conservatives battling in 14 and 
CCF-ers in 13. Indications are that 
tl.ese parties will place about the 
seme number in the present cam¬ 
paign. 

In cases you have forgotten Al¬ 
berta’s representation in the House 
of Commons after the 1949 elect¬ 
ion consisted of 10 Social Credit¬ 
ors, five Liberals and two Conser¬ 
vatives, both elected in Calgary 
ridings. 

Of the 492.228 Alberta citizens 
eligible to vote that year, 341,222 
exercised the right, with 126,507 
of them maticing an "X" beside 
the name of the Social Credit can¬ 
didate in their constituency.
